Thé problem of people without water 
is a burning one these days, even In sup- 
posedly urbanized metropolitan areas. 

A group of residents of the Morgan 
Falls community, wants water, needs 
water and should have water. Their wells 
and springs are dry. The only factor that 
keeps the area from rapid expansion as a 
residential section is lack of water. 

Spokesmen for the group have ap- 
pealed to the Fulton County Commission 


to build mains to the nearby DeKalb 
County water system. 
Is Fulton so careless of its people 


and future that its taxpayers must turn 
to DeKalb County for water? 

Morgan Falls is a few miles past Sandy 
Springs on Roswell road. Sandy Springs, 
itself, finally obtained city water for its 
shopping center and a rather limited ad- 
jacent territory after years of struggle. 
Since the arrival of water, Sandy Springs 
has come into its own, at least as far as 
the terminal points of the water mains. 

The thirsty people of north Fulton 
who live beyond the limits of Atlanta 
water can't help but wonder. To the east 
is DeKalb, with water mains enticingly 
close to the Fulton County line. 

Tao the west is Cobb County, with a 
fine new pumping station and filtration 
plant on the banks of the Chattahoochee. 
This system could be tapped nearly as 
easily as the DeKalb system. 

There are several ways to irrigate this 
Fulton desert between the oases of Cobb 
and DeKalb. Atlanta can extend its mains 
deeper into the county. The county itself 
could profitably investigate the possibili- 
ties of a system of its own, peripheral 
and complementary to the city system. 
This might includé the unwatered sections 
of Old Campbell and Milton Counties. Or 
the people can beg other governments for 
relief. 

The growth of the 
areas of Fulton County 


unincorporated 
and the value of 


the county tax digest depend in great 
degree on the supply of water. For 
wherever water goes, property values 


increase and homes are built. 

When the people of proud Fulton must 
esk their commissiohers to bring them 
water from a neighboring, and rival coun- 
ty, it looks like some of our planners 
have been doing more sound sleeping than 
constructive dreaming.

Milk Price 
Seems Sound Economics 


You just can’t keep milk out of the 
headlines. 

Nationally, dairy products hold the 
spot as farm leaders seek a way to absorb 
the surplus from the milksheds. 

This week the Borden Co., one of the 
biggest of the nation’s milk processors, an- 
nounced a new powder that dissolves in- 
stantly. Home use of powder is expected 
to increase, thus helping to cut down on 
the surplus powder piled in government 
warehouses. The experts are not too hope- 
ful, though. 

The more fluid milk dairy producers 
sell the they convert to powder. 
They've been converting an awful lot of 
milk, because they haven't been selling 
much in bottles. Most of the milk has 
been going to the dehydrators, most of 
the powder has, been going to the gov- 
ernment. 

If the new process makes it easier for 
the housewife to use powder, then powder 
sales will pick up. If the housewife uses 
more powder, she’ll buy less bottled milk. 
Then there will be a fluid milk surplus 
from which to make more powder. 

If all that leaves you confused, then 
you're no different from the boys in the 
federal Agriculture Department. 

Meanwhile, in Georgia federal funds 
are welcomed, funds intended to encour- 
age the consumption of whole milk by a 
subsidy to school children. 

And this week in Atlanta price was 
the subject of discussion as both the Geor- 
gia Dairy Association directors and the 
commissioner of agriculture-elect urged 
the adoption of a milk price formula rec- 
ommended by economists at the Georgia 
Experiment Station. 

The formula is based on the cost of 
producing and distributing milk in com- 
bination with consumer ability to buy it. 

It sounds like solid economics. Basi- 
cally, the price of any commodity is deter- 
mined by cost of production and distribu- 
tion plus a reasonable profit. Consumer 
resistance is the control that tends to hold 
prices within reach. 

But milk in Georgia is subject to gov- 
ernment control on the theory that regu- 
lation is good for the industry and for the 
public. 

It’s good to see that the State Milk 
Control Board is about to act favorably on 

the formula which long has been under 
study. At the same time we long for 
the day when conditions are such in Geor- 
gia that milk can flow freely from cow 
to consumer subject only to the laws of 
economics,

The second incident involved columnist West- 
brook Pegler, who was recently convicted of 
libeling author Quentin Reynolds. During the 
trial Pegler was asked to comment on the fol- 
lowing quotation: 

“Communism is the reaction to’ poverty, op- 
pression and the exploitation of the masses by 
the few, and represents the demands of the 
masses for a strong central authority to curb 
their enemy.” 

“Utter nonsense — pro-Communist 
ganda ....,’’ said Pegler. ‘Very familiar in 
the Communist line. .. . It is false.” 

The author of this statement made in 1937 
was, Pegler learned with surprise—Pegler.

Family-Type Farms 
Could Stand Help 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson this week in 
Washington came out for the small farmer. 


The 


secretary was addressing the National Confer- 
ence on Rural Education, and he got around to mentioning several 
programs which he thought would be of benefit to the agricultural 


element. 
the family-type farm.”’ 


Among these goals was a promise to 


“strive to strengthen 


The significance of this determination escapes precise diagnosis 


because of the inexactness of the term ‘“family-type farm.’’ 


One 


could conclude that the limitation of the secretary’s expression would 
indicate the small farm is the unit singled out for ‘‘strengthening.”’ 


This approach to the farm prob- 
lem could be of great significance 
in Georgia, where there have been 
startling changes in recent years 
in the size of the agricultural pro- 
duction unit. 


Let's look for a moment at some 
of these changes. 

The last agricultural census, in 
1950, reported the total number of 
Georgia farms stood then at 198,- 
191. It is most difficult to squeeze 
out of this total the precise farm- 
ing operation which might fit the 
secretary's term  ‘‘Family-type 
farm,”’ but we'll give it a try. 


The 1950 census declared, under’ 


the heading ‘‘Farm Labor,”’ that 
165,024 of Georgia's farms used 
‘family and/or hired workers.” 
This would indicate such type 
farming is numerically predomi- 
nant in our agricultural economy. 
But this manner of farming once 
was even more predominant. In 
1835 there were 245,205 such farms. 
We may conclude, then, that the 
family unit is being turned under 
and that the secretary has some 
reason for being concerned with 
helping ‘‘family-type farms.” 
Another farm labor division re- 
ported by the census is the num- 
ber of farms using ‘family work- 
ers only,’’ which terminology ap- 
parently is a refinement of the 
‘family and/or’ heading in the 
previous paragraph. Anyway, the 
1954 census showed there were 
139,755 ‘family only’ farms, com- 


pared with 202,502 such units in 
1935. And this is further indication 
something drastic is happening to 
the ‘family’ farm. 

The census of 1950 showed that 
Georgia had, as previously men- 
tioned, a total of 198,191 farms. 
The total number of farms in 1935 
was 250,544. These figures indicate, 
of course, that the number of small 
farms is receding and there -has 
been a growth in “‘big’’ farms. 

The 1950 census revealed the 
State had 2,500 farms of 1,000 acres 
and over, and this figure is com- 
pared with 1,330 of the same size 
farms in 1935 ; 

Running down through the pages 
ot the census report an economic 
comparison beteen “family” 
farms and the huge operations is 
rather difficult. The only evalua- 
tion immediately sighted is a table 
specifying facts on ‘‘large farms.”’ 

This table shows that these 3,362 
surveyed farms constituted 1.7 of 
the total number of Georgia farms 
and produced, on a value basis, 
13.1 .per cent of the total farm 
products sold in the state. The com- 
parison is not the best in the world, 
but one might conclude the num- 
erous ‘“‘small’’ or ‘‘family’’ farms 
are in heavy competition to divide 
up the remainder of the farm in- 
come,

The village of Chapel Hill, however, remains dear in the af- 
fection. It has changed in no small way itself, as in the case of 
most other college towns after the war years. The village has 
sprawled until it is a village no more, but a town. Still, along 
Franklin street, Chapel Hill’s jugular vein, there has been main- 
tained most of the original college town charm. 

Ohapel Hill, you see, exists purely for and by grace of 
the University of North Carolina. The story is that a fellow 
named Davie—maybe he was governor at the time—went out 
to search for a site for a state university back in the dark 
ages of the post-revolutionary war days. He came upon this 
virgin spot some 35 miles west of Raleigh, the state capital, 
and immediately was captured by the gentle roll of the hills 
and the forest. They even have marked the tree beside which 
he parked his horse and announced to the beast that he 
wouldn’t be traveling any further. 

In the eventual passing of time there came to rest in roughly 
the same area a rather tall, erect man with grey hair and stern 
features. He taught football on the campus under the name of 
Carolum Grey Snavely, and in the manner of a politician, served 
two terms under those sturdy elms. 

The only trouble was, he was anything but a politician. This 
town has a stunning collection of toes that still show being stepped 
upon by Carl Snavely, not intentionally, but through blind disre- 
gard for campus politics. In the process, Snavely was bringing 
new football prosperity to Chapel Hill, first during a two-year 
term in 1934-35, and later during an eight-year term from 1945 to 
1952. 


—Was It Coaching or Just Justice? 


No more controversial a character has ever passed.this way. 
His first term in the football office developed so tremendously 
that Cornell reached out of the Ivy League and claimed Snavely. 
North Carolina seemed grossly unhappy with itself until the man 
was recalled in 1945 after a string of head coaches including Bear 
Wolf, Jim Tatum and Gene McEver. 

Snavely was brought back from Cornell to lead the Tar Heels 
out of these woods that Davie had discovered. Which he promptly 
did, with the assistance of a small mountaineer named Charlie 
Justice. For a stretch of four years all alumni enjoyed rushing 
back to Chapel Hill, especially on Saturday afternoon when it was 
possible to sit in Kenan Stadium and observe the Snavely ma- 
chine as it mangled some guest invited there specifically for that 
purpose. 

Suddenly, though, it was determined that Carl Snavely 
was not a good fotoball coach after ali and he was allowed 
to remove himself to Washington University in St. Louis. One 
of his old guards, George Barclay, the first all-America ever 
elected from this campus, has struggled with the problem 
since. Still, North Carolina persists in losing more than it 
wins, widening the gap of opinion between strong-minded 
alumni. 

There is, you see, no in-between where Snavely is concerned 
here. This cold-as-steel man left behind either devoted worship- 
pers or intense enemies. There are those who feel strongly that 
North Carolina committed football suicide when Snavely was re- 
moved as head coach, and there are others who believe that all 
Barclay needs to become equally as successful is another Justice, 

And so on this day before battle with Georgia, this town and 
state are found to be rolling in apathy toward the match. Georgia 
is lightly regarded as a six-point victim in advance. Sports editors 
from the big dailies have abandoned base to accompany Duke to 
Indiana for & vast collision with Purdue. Most of the clients who 
sit on the two banks at old Kenan Saturday will be loyalists who 
still come back looking for some reward on the old campus, 
preferably a football victory to cheer about.
